Te most hopeful sign of an early 
solution of the ancient traction prob- 
lem is the more genera! realization of 
the fact that there is no conflict of 
interests between the public and the 
owners of the traction properties. 

Tue people of Chicago want good 
transportation at reasonable rates. 
The owners of the properties want 
to serve as many people as possible 
and they want their patrons satisfied 
because this creates credit. _ 

They went the rates to be no higher 
than is necessary to meet operating 
costs, including amortization, and pay 
@ reusonable return on the investment. 
They want to make extensions and 
improvements as they are needed, be- 
cause in this way the number of cus- 
tomers can be increased and the very 
valnable asset of public goodwill can be 


Pragpoted. 

There may be some differences of 
opinion as to the methods of attaining 
the ¢Cesired results, but a recognition 
of mutual interests removes the great- 
est stumbling block and through co- 
operation a solution can be found. 

Credit First Essential. 

The establishment of sound financial 
credit is the first essential. The effect 
of impaired credit upcn service and 
general efficiency was apparent a few 
years ago on the national] transporta- 
tion systems, When the steam rail- 
roads were returned to their owners 
after the war, their stocks and bonds 
had declined in value and investors 
were turning from railroad securities 


Fortunately. the people quickly real- 
ized what this would mean to them 
and both congress and the owners at- 
tacked the problem in a spirit of co- 
operation. The result was the passage 
of the EschCummins law which rec- 
ogn'"ed that if the railroads were to 
give good service they must be allowed,

The difficulty is due entirely to the 
unsound franchise provisions under 
which the investments were made. It 
has been impossible to amortize any 
part of the indebtedness, both because 
of existing state law and the short 
time covered by the franchises, and 
the community has suffered for some 
years as a result of the inability of the 
companies to borrow additional capital 
for reeded extensions. 

As in the case of the railroads, trac- 
tion securities must be made attractive 
investments, equal in every respect to 
investment in otHer fields if the trans- 
portation system is to function at its 
best and keep pace with the future 
development of Chicago. 

‘Term Franchise to Blame. 

Upon the short term franchise, a 
mistake of the early days of street 
railways which soméhow has been per- 
petuated, must rest the principal blame 
for ‘mpairment of traction credit. 

Railroads operate under what are 
practically indeterminate charters. Al- 
though in [Illinois and other 
states the period is fixed at years, 
the charter is automatically renewed 
at the end of that time, so that in 
effec’ it is perpetual. This has enabled 
railroads to finance extensions and 
improvements at the lowest rate of 
interest, a benefit in which the shipper 
and passenger share.. Under franchise 
provisions such as those which have 
been applied to street railways the 
great railroad systems could not have 
been developed or operated.

There is some difference of opinion

treraely doubtful. 

Any such compensation can come 
only from the pockets of the car rider.

In the excitement over the Buropean 
corn borer gardeners are likely to charge 
this foreign robber with a lot of crimes 
committed by other pests. There is a 
whole string of worms that. gardeners 
might easily mistake for the Buropeas 
corn borer. They include the celery 


corn stalk borer, smartweed 
borer, and corn ear worm. 

Investigators have found that the 
is affected by the Huroepan corn borer 
to a greater extent than any other vege~- 
table or garden crop, excepting sweet 
corn. While the borer has a sweet tooth 
that lures him into the sweet corn patch 
oftener than any place else, he has the 
bad habit of chewing tobacco. HEvén hot 
pepper doesn’t bluff this foreign crop 
thief. 

In eastern infested areas the borer 
is also found tunneling fn the thick stems 
of such vegetables as beets, and celery. 
They go into the veins of leaves and seed 
stalks of the rhubarb plant. They have 
even been found boring into the roots of 
beets. The moth of the borer lays eggs 
on the leaves of such crops as rhubarb, 
celery, and beats. 

Beans are eaten by the borers. They 
gnaw away at the stalks, weakening them 
lin short order, causing.the vines to break. 
The pest seems to like the stalk of the 
bean better than any other part of the 
plant .but occasionally observers have. 
found them eating the pods. |
